To reaeh their farm from St. Louis one 
must go out North Broadway and along the 
Columbia Bottom road to the Wehmever 
road, which turns east and runs to the Mis. ' 
sissippi. A mile from the river is a road 
which, although ft runs across private prop- 
erty, leads by turning south to Segar’s 
place and on through to. » Missouri.

It was over the right te traverse this 
roadway that the terrible tragedy of Fri- 
Gay night came about. | 

Two years ago the Gillhaus boys, Charles 
and William, came to America and settled 
with their aged mother on a farm next 
north of Segar’s place. They were fine-| 
looking, hardworking, stalwart fellows 
whe by their industry soon earnctd a good 
pame among the country peopl:. 

Like the rest of the farmers, they were in 
the habit of. using the road over Segar’s 
farm By so doing they could save them- 
selves a good three miles, for otherwise they 
would have been obliged to take an almost ' 
abandoned highway which runs close glong 
the Missouri's bank from the Mississippi 
—— intersecting the Columbia Bottom 
road. 

From the information obtained upon this _ 
point, Segar has of late determined to put a 
Stop to travel across his property. 

He warned all his neighbors, but despite 
this they persisted in taking the short cut. 
Then, more determined than ever, he put @ 
heavy rail across the roadway, effectually 
barring passage unless it were removed. 


It was where this rail was placed that 
the deadly battle of Friday night: was 
fought. , 

In the morning Will Gillhaus had driven 
his team of two horses over hfs neighbor’s 
road, on his way to §8t. Louis for a load 
of lumber, with which he expected to make 
some repairs on their homestead. Segar 
saw him and laid plans then to block his 
passage when he returned at night. 

The young man secured his lumber? and 


started back, oe suspecting that he was 


going to his death. 

His brother, Charles, knew about the 
time he was due, and when the hour ap- 
' proached he put the harness on their other 
team and started on foot to meet him 
where the private road ran into the Weh- 
meyer road. 

The former is deep with mud, and Charles 
knew the team which had come all the way 
from St. Louis would be tired and would 
need assistance. So he walked down, driv- 
ing his horses ahead of him. 

Segar saw this, too, and he knew the 
time for action’ had come. 

He went to the house of his brother-in- 
law and told him to make ready. 

Armed with clubs they moved off down to 
where the rail was placed, for here, they 
had decided.to make their stand. . 

It was dark by this time. 

The sun had gone down and the heavy 
clouds from which the misty rain was 
dropping added to the gloom. 

The two men stood there in silence, wait- 
ing and listening for the coming of the 
brothers. 

By and by, just about 7 o’clock, they 
could hear the crunching of the wheels 
through the deep, heavy mud and the la- 
bored breathing of the four horses as they 
tugged at their load.

As they struggled with each other in the 
Segar starved to his son-in-law’s 
Will Gillhaus, thinking to 
en away, drew his revolver 
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to his house, while Lang’s son meanwhile’ 
mounted a horse and rode as fast as he 
could to Bissell for a doctor. 

He found Dr. M. D. Schmealtlhorst, whose 
office is at 8222 North Broadway, and who 
lives at Bissell. Together they set out for 
the Gillhaus farm. It was 10 o'clock when 
the physician was notified. It was 11:46 
when he arrived at the house, and Will 
Gillhaus had been dead fifty minutes. 

He had bled to death. 

Had a physician been nearer or had any- 
one about him known what to do, the 
wounds would not have been fatal,. 

He had been stabbed twice. One thrust 
caught him just beneath the right collar 
bone and severed the artery at that point. 
The-other had gone in just above it. 

His friends helplessiy swaited for the doc- 
tor’s coming. His ci@thing had not even 
been removed, so that they did not know 
the nature of his wounds. 

It wae some time after the fight before 
Charies Gillhaus realized tha? he was 
stabbed. His brother had d'ted before it 
was known. 

Then his friends noticed that his trousers 
were drenched with blood and he was im- 
mefia pug to bed. 


He found eight wounds in his back. Seven 
of them entered right over the liver and 
kidneys, ere g that the knife had been 
plunged in ané drawn right out and again 
plunged in. The eighth wound was a iong 
gash in the buttocks. 

The doctor left him at 1 o’clock and he 
was then very weak, but resting as weil as 
could be expected. 

Segar and Tegerman went straight to 
their homes and no effort was made to ar- 
rest them, for the reason that there was no 
one thereabouts armed with the necessary 
authority. 

Officers O’Connor and McKenha of the 
mounted police of this city rode out to the 
county early Saturday morning and ob- 
tained some of the particulars of the crime, 
but made no arrests. 

Id is thought that the men will be taken 
into custody Saturday afternoon, or as soon 
as it is possible for the Sheriff to act from 
Clayton, the county seat. 

So far as could be learned there was no 
special enmity between Segar and Tegerman 
and the Gillhauses. As John Lang put it, they 
simply happened to be the ones the fight was 
made on. In his opinion any of the other 
farmers who resisted would have been 
treated the same way. 

The load of lumber was a particularly 
heavy one, and this is thought to have been 
one of the reasons which urged Segar to des- 
perate action, as it would cut the road up to

In addition to the large 
free distribution by its outside canvass- 
ers, many hundred Republics have been 
Placed on sale promisouously at St. Louis 
groceries, saloons and drug stores, at 60 
cents a hundred, to be given away by 
these merchants. A number of what is 
termed “wild-cat’’ carrier routes have 
likewise been established, on which thou-, 
sands of copies have been delivered free 
for a week. All this free distribution has 
‘net number dis- 
tributed” during the month of January 
and is imposed upon advertisers and — 
public as genuine circulation. 

Taking the figures of its own abiavihe 
the total number of copies printed during 
the month of cesmier, 1895, and the 
month of January, 1896, was as follows:

Total number printed in December. 2,010,475

This shows a daily average of less than 
2,500 more copies printed in January than

If they 
discover any lack of watchfulness any- 
where they ill quickly avail themselves 
of the opportunity to get men friendly 
to them or whom they can control upon 
the delegations to the State Convention 
and also to the National Convention.

'TAMPA, Fla., Feb. 1—A prominent Ma- 
tanzas lawyer writes to friends here that 
most of the important Cuban families are 
leaving the island for Mexico, South and 
North Amerfca. The United Railway at 
Havana had‘ discharged 280 employes.

NEW YORK, Feb, 1.—A

Gen, Marin has returned with his entire 
force from San Antonio to Quivican and 
“San Felipe, on the military line between 
,iavana and Batabano. A rebel band cut 
j-eae telegraph wires between Buena Ventura 
and Quivican. 

It is reported, although not officially con- 
firmed, that Gomez with his own force 
committed the depredation. If this is true, 
it is argued that he has taken alarm from 
Gen. Marin’s sudden move and has aban- 
doned his intention of joining Maceo. 

Gen. Marin, with a strong force of Span- 
ish infantry, artillery and cavalry, started 
from Havana for Pinar Del Rio province, 
where it.was known that both Gomez and 
Maceo had been raiding.

Marian left Havana that he -would go 
straight to Guanajay, but he change’ his 
plans upon learning that the telegraph 
wires were down petween that j:'ace and 
Alquizar. 


CUBAN BELLIGERENCY. 


Premier Canovas Makes Light of the 
Senate Committee’s Report. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—A special to a local 
paper from Havana says: A cable dispatch 
from Madrid reports that the Spanish min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, Senor Elduman, 
and United States Ministef Taylor have 
held a conference regarding the report of the 
United States Foreign Affairs Committee 


respecting Cuban belligerency. After the 
conference Minister Elduman called on 
Premier Canovas and had a long .consulta- 
tion. Both maintain strict silence on the 
subject, but it is stated that the Spanish 
Cabinet is gratified with the result. An-

TOKENS OF A DARK CRIME. 


Human Skull and Limbs Fouad ina 
Garbage Dump. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 1.—In the Cen- 
tral Police Station is a gruesome collection 
of remains consisting of two arms, a leg 
and a portion of a skull. They were/found 
amongst the garbage brought out* by the 
boat from the city to the refuse crematory. 
The skull was discovered Thursday last. 
It had already been dumped into the ren- 
dering vat and when taken out the flesh and 
the hair had been eaten away. On examina- 
tion it. was found that the skull was frac- 
tured. Since then other portions of the, 
body have been found in the refuse, a 
search having been ordered before dumping. 
the garbage into the tank. The Health De- 
partment turned the collection over to the 
police, who are as much at sea as any one. 
At first it was believed that the remains 
were refuse from a disgecting table, but the 
fractured skull caused*the police to doubt 
the correctness of this conclusion. 

Health Commissioner Kempster ig of the 
opinion that the mysterious find did not 
come from any medicai club in rch of 
knowledge. Dr, Kempster said that while a 
portion of the flesh on one of the arms had 
been removed by some means, it was ap- 
parent that it had nof been on a dissect- 
ing table. 

The remains are those of a person unused 
to hard work. The hands, which are in 
a perfect state of preservation, have taper- 
ing fingers, with nails, neatly trimmed, 
while the palms are soft and bear no evi- 
dence of toil. 


THRIFTY OKLAHOMANS. 


Mr. Harmon Has Figures to Show the 
Industry of Certain Officers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. L—The data 
which the Attorney-General will submit to 
Congress on the fee system as it worked in 
Oklahoma, will show ‘that during the last 
fiscal year the Marshal of that Territory 
claimed from the United States $248,179.39. 
Of this sum $212,665.71 were fees for ninety 
deputy marshals and $720 for clerk hire. 

In the Western Arkansas district 172 
deputies earned only $33,427.87 and in the 
South Carolina district 173 deputies earned 
Only $25,945.89. 

The thirty-five United States Commis- 
sioners in Oklahoma claimed $32,738.58 as 
fees last fiscal year. In the same time ten 
commissioners in the Eastern Missouri dis- 
trict earned only $3,143.64. 

Mr. Harmon’s report shows that the 1,906 
Deputy United States Marshals, being the 
entire force of the country, earned ,101,- 
$42.82 last fiscal year. The ninety Oklahoma 
deputies earned one-sixth of this.
